but it was not so drawn’ out, and was con- 
siderably more. ‘condensed at its head {han 
tho group of Isstautumn, Its arca-exceed- 
cd that of the September display, amount.’ 
ing. to over 2,800 millions of square miles. 
Tts. greatest longth was 120°000 mile: or 16. 
dog. of solar longitudo ; its greatest breadth 
45,000 miles, so that more than fifty worlds 
as largu as our own could have been con- 
tained within its borders. 

But tho most interesting point about it 
is its shapo.. Tho.spote which are assvciat- 
ed with our chief magneticstorms andauroral 
displays are” usual of 4 compact form.
